to vote,” she said. 


The rate of voter turnout 
is declining in every coun¬ 
try, she added. 

Smith said there’s simply 
no standard explanation, 
though it’s safe to assume 
that most non-voters fail to 
see how voting affects 
them. 

“They could’ve calculat¬ 
ed that they’d like a partic¬ 
ular candidate but that can¬ 
didate wasn’t going to get 
in so their vote didn’t mat¬ 
ter,” she said. “Some peo¬ 
ple might’ve tuned out 
from the beginning.” 

Smith said correlations 
exist among those who 
vote — they’re more afflu¬ 
ent, better educated and 
older — but nothing to ex¬ 
plain why. 


Green leader calls for cross-party coalition

politics Green Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May has called for a 
cross-party coalition to stop 
a Conservative victory 
when the next election 
comes around. 

May, whose party 
emerged from the election 
with a $2 million debt, said 
a coalition would overcome 
a “perverse” electoral sys¬ 
tem that gave the Conserva¬ 
tives a stronger minority 
government. 

It would avoid vote split¬ 
ting among parties that 
support strong action to re¬ 
duce global warming, she 
told reporters yesterday. 

“There’s only one party 
whose position (on climate 
change) is disgraceful and 
dangerous and that’s Mr. 
Harper’s,” May said, of the 
prime minister. 

May has described the 
coalition as one where 
Greens, Liberals, NDP and 
Bloc Quebecois would carve 
up seats according to the 
candidates most likely to 
defeat Conservatives. 

May said it’s the next best 
thing to replacing the first- 
past-the-post voting system 
with one that allocates 
seats according to a party’s 
proportion of the national 
vote. Under proportional 
representation, the Greens’ 
7 per cent support Tuesday 
would have elected up to 22 
MPs, May said. 

The election increased 
the party’s vote by about 2 
percentage points and saw 
May participate in the lead¬ 
ers’ TV debates. 


“The breakthrough un¬ 
fortunately eluded us this 
time, but we’re not going 
anywhere. The Green party 
is here to stay,” said May, 
who scored 32 per cent of 
the vote in her unsuccess¬ 
ful bid to unseat Defence 
Minister Peter MacKay in 
the riding of Central Nova. 

At least one leading 
Green was disappointed. 
Mike Nagy, who came in 
third in Guelph, Ont., 
blamed calls for strategic 
voting for a drop in party 


support on voting day. 

“Elizabeth May called for 
it on some occasions but 
the party itself was not call¬ 
ing for strategic voting,” 
Nagy said in an interview. 

It’s the kind of dis- 
gruntlement that could see 
May facing questions about 
her leadership. 

May once stated she 
would rather see no Green 
MPs and the Conservatives 
out of power than a full 
caucus with Harper as 
prime minister. 


Nagy, the party’s environ¬ 
ment critic, also made clear 
he doesn’t back May’s call 
for an anti-Conservative 
coalition. 

“I believe you promote 
Green values and you get 
Greens elected to Parlia¬ 
ment. It’s not about trying 
to stop one party,” he said. 
“There has to be some seri¬ 
ous discussion in the party 
so that we are not compro¬ 
mising our votes for the 
sake of other parties.”

The head of the HRM’s 
school bus drivers union 
says workers could go on 
strike sometime in 
November if they don’t 
get a raise. 

“We still haven’t 
achieved enough for them 
to have a decent living 
wage,” said Joan Jessome, 
president of the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Government and Gen¬ 
eral Employees Union. 

“We’re prepared to go to 
the wall to get it.” 

Bus drivers, monitors 
and mechanics are em¬ 
ployed by private company 
Stock Transportation. The 
Halifax Regional School 
Board pays the company 
$13 million every year for 
bus service, transporting 


about 22,000 students 
every day. 

Jessome says employee 
wages range between 
$10.41 and $12.49 an hour. 
They only get four hours a 
day. She said some of the 
300 employees have to 
take two other part-time 
jobs just to get by. 

“And they really have no 
benefits,” Jessome said. 
“The benefits aren’t worth 
writing on paper.” 

A strike vote was to be 
held last night. The ballots 
will be counted today. Jes¬ 
some said a conciliator will 
be appointed to negotiate 
between the union and 


Stock Transportation, but 
her group will only spend 
two days at the bargaining 
table. 

Drivers could go on 
strike next month if an 
agreement isn’t reached. 

Company spokeswoman, 
Tiffini Bloniarz, said there 
are no plans to pull out of 
Halifax in the event of a 
strike, as has been suggest¬ 
ed. She wouldn’t rule out 
using replacement drivers 
during a strike, saying

Aging doesn't mean 'going gently': Much founder

He created much of 
today’s youth media, from 
MuchMusic to Bravo!, and 
SexTV. Now Moses 
Znaimer is taking over the 
Canadian Association of 
Retired People (CARP), 
and he wants baby 
boomers to start acting — 
and living — like they’re 
young. 

“I call it a new vision of 
aging for Canada,” said 
Znaimer. “The old vision 
had to do with the big ‘D’s 

— decline, disconnection, 
disassociation, followed by 
death.” 

Znaimer is rechristening 
baby boomers “zoomers” 

— boomers with zip. Med¬ 
ical advances and lifestyle 
changes mean Canadians 
are living longer. With the 
average life expectancy in 
the 80s, he says zoomers 
can’t fall into the quiet de¬ 
cline of old age their par¬ 
ents went through. 

“The person who doesn’t 
want to go gently into that 
good night, who wants to 
be engaged, who wants to 
have a good time with the 
money they’ve made over 
a lifetime of hard work,” 
said Znaimer, describing 
his demographic. 

With Znaimer now at 
the helm, CARP’s maga¬ 
zine has been given a re¬ 
launch. The first issue of 
Zoomer came out in Octo¬ 
ber featuring a cover shot 
of Wayne Gretzky and pho¬ 
tography from Bryan 
Adams. 


Znaimer said the maga¬ 
zine and association aren’t 
just for people 45 and old¬ 
er. They’re also for people 
in their 30s who have par¬ 
ents and grandparents in 
the age group. 

“If you’re interested in 


these issues, if you love 
somebody who’s in that 
demo, or ... if you’re going 
to be responsible for some¬ 
body in that demo, you’re 
going to get the goods 
from membership in 
CARP,” he said. 


Corporate culture must make way for boomers: Znaimer 


• Znaimer says younger gen¬ 
erations have to realize they 
have a stake in the well-being 
of their parents and grandpar¬ 
ents. With less people in later 
generations, Znaimer says the 
zoomers' brain power will be 
needed. If zoomers become a 
drag a society, the lives of the 


young will be worse. 

They're working longer — 
some for money, others for a 
sense of purpose — but they 
don't want to work like they 
once did. They can pass on 
skills and experience while 
working less. 

“It's not some old guy hang¬

think that she had won her 
riding and the Green party 
had advanced the cause of a 
greener Canada. She didn’t 
and it didn’t. 

Instead, Ms. May’s vain¬ 
glorious crusade has actual¬ 
ly hurt her party and the en¬ 
vironmental movement in 
Canada. In two of her most 
critical decisions, she badly 
miscalculated. 

The first was to contest 
the riding of Central Nova, 


which is held by the popular 
Peter MacKay. It wasn’t even 
close. Mr. MacKay won 
18,249 votes, or 46.6 per 
cent. Ms. May won 12,620 of 
the votes, or 32.2 per cent. 

To say that running 
against Peter MacKay was 
foolish is not a matter of 
hindsight. It was always a 
matter of foresight — as 
foolish then as it is now. 

The reason is that if you 
are building a party, your 
leader must be in Parlia¬ 
ment. His or her foremost 
responsibility is to be elect¬ 
ed, anywhere, anyhow. 

Had the Greens a represen¬ 
tative in Parliament, she 
could have asked one to re¬ 
sign when she became 
leader. Without that option, 
Ms. May had to find a way to 
get there. Running in a by- 
election in Ontario made 
sense for her; running in 
Central Nova suggests a stag¬ 
gering naivete and awful po¬ 


litical judgment. 

Unelected leaders have 
no credibility. You can stand 
and squawk in the foyer in 
the House of Commons, as 
Ms. May does every day, but 
really, though, why should 
anyone listen to you? Espe¬ 
cially when your party has 
6.8 per cent of the vote. 

Her other mistake was 
more costly. In making an al¬ 
liance with the Liberals, she 
found credibility and a place 
in the leaders’ debate she 
didn’t deserve leading a 
fringe party (4.8 per cent 
support in 2006). 

Today, the leader of the 
Greens is without a seat 
and her party without an 
MP. Her vote is up all of 2.3 
points. Conservatives are in, 
and so is their environmen¬ 
tal policy.

here are garages 
and then there are 
garages. One man

Another client with a 
1,500-square-foot garage in¬ 
stalled a workshop, but it 
was no ordinary workshop.

He had heating in¬ 
stalled in the concrete 
floor, which was then fin¬ 
ished in a shiny epoxy.

A potato by any other name... 



Cook ’em up like potatoes — bake, roast, boil, microwave or toss 
on the grill, and try them in soups, salads, stews or pies. 



I yam what I yam, except 
when I’m a sweet potato. 
Talk about an identity cri¬ 
sis! When it comes to 
sweet potatoes and yams, 
much confusion exists. 

Sweet potatoes are of¬ 
ten mislabelled yams, and 
the two names are often 
used interchangeably. 

The sweet potato, 
native to Central and 
South America, can vary in 
shape from round and fat 
to long and skinny, knob¬ 
by and smooth. The skin 
can range in colour from 


golden brown to copper 
or pale pink to deep pur¬ 
ple, while the flesh may 
be white, yellow, orange, 
red, pink or even purple. 
The two most common 
ones in our markets are 
copper-skinned with 
bright orange flesh or the 
reddish-skinned sweet po¬ 
tatoes with yellow flesh. 

The flavour will vary de¬ 
pending on variety, but as 
a general rule, lighter- 
fleshed sweet potatoes 
are more delicate, nutty 
rather than sweet, while 
the darker ones have a 
richer spicy-sweet flavour. 

Few people outside 
North America make the 
yam-sweet potato 
mistake. Yams have long 
been a staple in the tropi¬ 
cal and subtropical lands 
where they grow in abun¬ 
dance. Of the hundreds of 
yam varieties, the ones we 


are most likely to find are 
white-fleshed tubers with 
a brown, rough, scaly skin 
from the Caribbean. 

Curried Lentils, Sweet 
Potato and Cauliflower 

Jarred curry paste not only 
simplifies this healthy veg¬ 
etarian dish but adds au¬ 
thentic flavour. The car¬ 
damom seeds also add 
great flavour; look for 
green cardamom pods in a 
bulk store or the spice 
aisle of your grocery store. 
Serve with roti or naan 
bread. Makes 4 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 large onion, roughly 
chopped 

• 3 tbsp (45 mL) Indian cur¬ 
ry paste (mild or Madras) 

• 10 cardamom pods 

• 2 medium sweet pota¬ 
toes, about 1 lb (500 g), 
peeled and cut into Vi inch 


(1 cm) pieces 

• 3/4 cup (175 mL) green or 
brown lentils, rinsed 

• 2 cups (500 mL) vegetable 
broth 

• 5 cups (1.25 L) cauli¬ 
flower florets 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) fresh co¬ 
riander leaves 

• Salt and pepper 

• Plain yogurt, optional 

METHOD: 

Heat a large, heavy 
saucepan over medium- 
low heat. Add onion and 
curry paste, stirring paste 
thoroughly into onion. 
Cook, stirring constantly 
for 2 to 3 minutes. 

To remove seeds from 
cardamom pods, smash 
pods with a large knife or 
meat mallet. Remove the 
small brown seeds (discard 
pods) and stir into onion 
mixture along with sweet 
potatoes. Cook another 2 


to 3 minutes. 

Stir in lentils and broth, 
cover and bring to a boil 
over high heat. Reduce 
heat and simmer, covered 
for 15 minutes. Add cauli¬ 
flower and return to a boil; 
reduce heat and simmer 8 
to 10 minutes, or until 
lentils and vegetables are 
tender, stirring occasional¬ 


ly. Remove from heat, stir 
in coriander, and season to 
taste with salt and pepper. 
Let stand a few minutes 
before serving. Serve with 
a dollop of yogurt, if de¬ 
sired.

As Mark Wahlberg discov¬

After playing a science 
teacher in this summer’s 
The Happening, Wahlberg

“I got a lot of real life ex¬ 
perience,” explains 

Wahlberg about relating to 
such characters through his 
Boston upbringing. “I come 
from the streets and I’ve

That’s my training; I bring 
that to life and people feel 
like it’s fairly authentic. 

“I try to always find 
something that I can iden¬ 
tify with or connect with, 
with every character that I 
play.

In Max Payne, Wahlberg 
plays the renegade cop 
who discovers a dark un¬ 
derworld that uncovers 
shocking secrets about the 
death of his wife and child. 
While many fans will rec¬ 
ognize the thriller is based 
on an extremely successful 
videogame, it certainly did¬ 
n’t register with Wahlberg. 

“I read it before I knew it 
was a videogame,” says 
Wahlberg. “The last game I 
was addicted to — Sega 
hockey — that was like, 
the favorite part of it was 
when (Bob) Probert and Tie 
Domi would throw down 
the gloves and start punch¬ 
ing each other out and 
somebody would fall down 
and blood would come out 
of their head. 

“My whole thing is, if I 
like the character and I 
think I can be great in it and 
people enjoy it and I like 
the screenplay and we can 
put a great team together, 
then I want to make the 
movie and it really doesn’t 
go further than that.”

First-time

won the Man Booker Prize 
this week, one of the 
world’s most prestigious 
literary awards, with The 
White Tiger.

Sesame sausages with 
peppers and bok choi 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large red peppers, halved 
lengthways and deseeded 
2 large yellow peppers, 
halved lengthways and 
deseeded 

6 thick pork sausages, about 
400g 

2 tbsp tomato ketchup 

2 tbsp hoisin sauce 

3 heads bok choi, separated 
into leaves 

3 tbsp sesame seeds 

METHOD: 

1 . Put the peppers and 
sausages on the rack of a 
pre-heated (to medium 
heat) saute pan or frying 
pan and saute for 15-20 
minutes, turning from 
time to time until sausages 
are evenly browned and 
cooked through and 
peppers are tender and 
lightly charred. 

2 . Meanwhile, mix tomato 
ketchup and hoisin sauce 
in a shallow bowl. Tear bok 
choi into bite-sized pieces 
and put into a serving dish. 

3 . Transfer the sausages to 


the ketchup mixture and 
roll to coat evenly. Cover 
grill pan rack with foil. 
Place sausages back on foil 
and grill for a further 1 
minute or until glaze is 
bubbling. Turn sausages 
and sprinkle with the 
sesame seeds, then cook for 
another 1 minute until the 
seeds are golden. 

4 . Cut the peppers into 
wide strips and thickly 
slice sausages on the diago¬ 
nal. Add pepper strips and 
sausage slices to the bok 
choi, toss together and 
serve warm.
